Firemen See House Burn 


ERE IS A COMPELLING FOOTNOTE 

to what we are presumably proud to call 
our advanced civilization: During the early 
evening hours of a day in April in this year 
of grace 1941 > five-room house burned to 
the ground while firemen looked on unable 
to assist in their customary efficient man- 
ner. It was an ordinary, comfortabie dwell- 
ing occupied by the widowed mother of a 
14-year-old son. But it chanced to be situated 
on the Old Esquimalt Indian Reserve; and 
although adjoining the boundaries of the 
municipalities which constitute the larger 
part of comparatively thickly-populated and 
wealthy Greater Victoria—all possessing 
fine and modern fire-fighting equipment—the 
territory immediately surrounding the home 
js classified as “unorganized territory.” As 
such, it was not entitled to fire protection, so 
the best that sympathetic bystanders could 
lo waa to organize themselves into a band 
of volunteer workers for the purpose of 
retrieving what they could of the widow’s 
treasured belongings. 

We are told, however, that even if either 
the Saanich or Esquimalt fire brigades 
had responded to the call, and had applied 
the ordinary formula of pouring -water on 
the blaze, neither department's efforts would

their equipment at the north end of the 
Craigflower Bridge across Portage Inlet;

It is obviously quite right that insurance 
other regulations be complied with;

Nor would 
it be fitting to try to visualize what would 
have happened if the fire had been caused 
by an unexpected incendiary bomb dropped 
from the skies. The widow would still have 
been without her home. Nevertheless, two 
questions may be asked: What is the reaction 
of the prospective of Greater Vic 
toria as he reads the report of the occur- 
renee2—Is there not some method of safe- 
guarding against a repetition?

Years Ago. 


When we look on the conquests 
of Jenghiz Khan, we must re- 
member that he could not have 
made them without hardy, well- 
trained soldiers. His Mongol 
tribesmen had been used to the 
saddle from boyhood, and were 
skillful riders. 


In those days—more than seven 
centuries ago—there were no 
railway _ trains. The best land 
transport was on the backs of 
such antimals as the Mongolian 
ponies which the men of Jenghiz 
rode. 

Yet the leader himself was im- 
portant. He knew how to make 
ready for battle. He was cool- 
headed and crafty. He was cruel 
of heart, and did not care how 
much he made people suffer. so 
long as he could add to his per 
sonal power and “glory.” 

Jenghiz knew how to make 
“total war.” When he sent his 
army through a Mew country, a 
scene of sorrow was left behind 
him. Homes of people were 
burned to the ground, and the 
people themselves were killed by 
the thousands. 

That sort of thing did not go 
on just because the Mongol 
leader wanted to be cruel. He 
had, in fact, another purpose. In

feared that conquered cities 
might later rise in revolt. It 
seemed safer to destroy. the 
cities so there would be no fear 
of such revolts.

fended city. When
